the snake. One shudders Involuntarily 
as one thinks of Its wiggling body and 
Tlcloua characteristics. 
During rny 


residence In India I cever felt safe 
from Its presence. I had my closets, 
bed and even my bathtub searched ev- 
ery day lest one should be found colled 
up la some corner, writes Eliza K. 
Van Bergen la the Christian Intelli- 
gencer. 
I wis always on the watch for tho 


creatures and ever In mortal terror of 
treading on one. It never occurred to 
me to sleep without a light, and a 
stick w&s always near at band lest I 
might Had one unawares and be un- 
prepared to meet It I erea looked 
upon my thin mosquito curtain as a 
slight protection, for It would at least 
break Its fall should a tnako tnmbl« 
down suddenly from the celling. 


Tba creatures have a decided, pref- 


erence for cool, damp places and often 
choose the bathroom and sometimes 
the tub for their habitation, ranch to 
the discomfort of Its rightful habitue. 
It Is not DuaUoj-ed bliss to live In a 
place Infested with serpents. With 
inch formidable enemies. on« nerer 
forgets to be cautions, nor to guard 
agalntt their presence and sudden at- 
tack. It makes one alert to be In tha 
midst of danger and adds spice to life. 


Well, as I started out to cay, my 


garden was Infested wltu snakes, and 
I was persuaded to hare a native 
charmer summoned to lore them 
away.

MEASURES ALTITUDES. 


Th« Us* of th» Barograph on Aero- 


planes and Balloons. • 


What the compass Is to the mariner 


the barograph Is to the aviator. The 
barograph Is an Instrument for meas- 
uring altitudes. The pressure of the 
air as It Increases or decreases causes 
a delicate needle to trace a wavy line 
upon a cylinder which revolves by 
clockwork. This lice Indicates not 
only the exact height taat Is reached 
by the aviator, but also the speed at 
vrhkb. ho la traveling. 


The barograph Is kept In a weather 


proof Ua with a glass front, which Is 
attached to a bar of the aeroplane or 
to a rope on the balloon. It U official- 
ly scaled before the aviator embarks, 
so there Is no possibility "of tampering 
with It, and the seal 1s taken off la 
tte presence of witnesses at the end 
of the filght. In this way It Is possi- 
ble to establish absolutely and graph- 
ically the altitude which an aviator 
attains In his aeroplane jor balloon. 
It Is necessary for the "aviator to 
watch the barograph constantly, as It 
Indicates a change In the elevation al- 
most to the foot. The sky pilot has to 
keep his eye on the Indicator much as 
the man at the wheel of the seagoing I 
ship watches his compast. Ebould the ! 
aeroplane or the balloon rise or fall • 
ten or twenty feet the aviator would' 
not be conscious of It unless he looked 
at tha wavering needle tracing Its 
permanent record on a chart before 
him. This tells h'm Immediately of 
any changes In the nature of the air 
currents and gives htm timely warning 
of aerial danger^ 


These Instruments are BO delicate 


and eo accurate. It Is said, that a man 
might hang one of them about bis 
neck In Its glass case or carry It in his 
hand and climb a flight of stain, the 
height of hla ascent being graphically 
indicated by the Inked needle on th* 
machine.—New York Press.
